This is in reply to your inquiry received January 25, 1971 
captioned "Fp^dom of Information Act/' which concerns a request 
from Ha rold we isberg for access to documents relating to captioned 
matter which have'been declassified by the National Archives*. 

In his letter to the Department dated January 4, 1971 
Weisberg inoicated it wcxild be necessary for him to examine each p^ge 
Oi the documents so declassified by the National Archives in order to 
determine whether it would be of interest to him. He advised this 
would constitute a burden upon him. 
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The question posed by Weisberg in this instance is net 
one of obtaining information under the Freedom of Information Act 
but merely requesting the Federal Government to conduct research 
into matters which are readily available to him. Although Weicber«- 
indicated a review of this material may impose a burden* upon him ° 
since the material is available to him it should be reviewed by Weisberg.
